Loughlin Students Mourn Death Of 
Pope Pius XII After 19 Year Reign 


Loughlin students mourned and 
prayed for the repose of the soul 
of Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, Sov¬ 
ereign Pontiff of the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church, who died at his sum¬ 
mer residence in Castel Gondolfo, 
October 9. 

Known as Pope Pius XII to 450 
million Catholics, Cardinal Pacelli 
has been hailed by Catholics 
and non-Catholics throughout the 
world as the Pope of Peace. Born 
82 years ago in Rome, Eugenio 
Pacelli became a priest at the 
age of 23. 

An outstanding scholar in school. 
Father Pacelli soon proved his

worth in church affairs, and 1918 
saw him raised to the dignity of 
Archbishop, becoming the Papal 
Nuncio to Bavaria. As Archbishop 
he scored a major diplomatic tri¬ 
umph by carrying out a concordat 
between the Vatican and Ger¬ 
many. 

Along with his elevation to 
Cardinal in 1929, he was ap¬ 
pointed Secretary of State to the 
Pope, until March 2, 1939, when 
he was elected the 261st Pope. 
During his 19 year reign, the Holy 
Father kept a constant vigil 
against the advance of Com¬ 
munism.

Other speakers included 
John J. Liney, creator of the car¬ 
toon ‘Henry’ and James T. Quirk, 
publisher of T.V. Guide.

Plagued by the malevolence of war and the irreligion 
of Naziism and atheistic Communism, the Holy Father ex¬ 
pended all his energies trying to free the world from the 
fetters of hate and violence. The modern changes he wrought 
in the Church were done so to make us realize the importance 
of devotion to the Rosary and frequent Communion in estab¬ 
lishing a lasting peace. 

One of the highlights in the crusade for increased devo¬ 
tion to the Rosary was the Holy Year of 1950. During this 
year many opportunities for gaining indulgences were offered 
to the faithful, and a great honor was paid to the Mother of 
God when the Sovereign Pontiff declared her Assumption a 
dogma of faith. Again in 1954, Pope Pius proclaimed the 
Marian Year, in tribute to the Patroness of the United States, 
honoring the centennial of the doctrine of the Immaculate 
Conception. The purpose of this was to promote devotion to 
the Queen of Peace everywhere, even in the smallest parish. 

Recently, the Bishop of Rome revised the rules of fasting 
before Holy Communion, and permitted evening Masses to be 
celebrated. Thus he enabled the faithful to receive the 
Prince of Peace more often, so that they might ask Him for 
a peace that “does not rest in words only, does not rely on 
changing formulas, suitable for the moment but which con¬ 
tradict the real plans and practices.” But rather one “. . . 
founded on the principles of charity and justice . . . true 
peace . . . stable, just, fair . . . and which links all together. 

This year, the hundredth anniversary of Our Lady's ap¬ 
parition at Lourdes, in the month of her Rosary, the world 
was saddened by the death of perhaps the greatest leader 
of the Catholic Church since St. Peter. But Pius XIPs spirit 
lives on in this, his prayer for Peace: 

“We pray that Almighty God may have mercy on this 
stricken world, cause misunderstanding and strife to 
cease, truth and charity to prevail, and under His guid¬ 
ing spirit, the nations may enjoy the blessings of a 
lasting peace. Amen.”

Heart of the Matter

I N A MOST CRUCIAL STRUGGLE for independence the 
J islands of Matsus and Quemoy, which Red China claims 
as hers, remain as the only link to the free World. 

History 

One hundred miles in area they are situated three to 
fifteen miles off the mainland of China and ninety miles op¬ 
posite Taiwan. Nine years ago, using these 
islands as stepping stones, Generalissimo 
Chiang-Kai-Shek fled to sanctuary in For¬ 
mosa when the Communists conquered China. 

To the present, the off-shore islands are 
regarded as the vital link in a chain of islands 
stretching from the Aleutians. When the 
Communists subjected these islands to acute 
bombardment in 1954, Washington negotiated 
a Mutual Defense Treaty for the protection 
of Formosa, stating that should further ag¬ 
gression continue it would be viewed as 
hostile as well as dangerous to the Red Chi¬ 
nese. Until last month the Communists did not know whether 
that document committed the United States to the aid of 
the off-shore islands and presumably were not taking any 
chances. 

Present Status 

Meanwhile pressure mounted as to whether Quemoy

could be saved without direct 
U. S. military intervent ion. 
Should however, oppression 
from Peiping remain on the 
islands, the only solution would 
be for the United States to 
take more action. Russia then 
warned the U. S. that any at¬ 
tack on Red China would be 
considered as a stab on the 
Soviet Union. 

During a TV broadcast Pres¬ 
ident Eisenhower laid the first 
basis of our commitment “. . . 
there will not be a retreat in 
the face of an armed aggres¬ 
sion." Adding, our chief exec¬ 
utive evinced that if the Com¬ 
munists did succeed in con¬ 
quering Quemoy it would not 
stop there but would liquidate 
all of the free World positions 
in the Western Pacific. Con¬ 
cluding, Mr. President replied 


that, “we cannot be lured or 
frightened into any appease¬ 
ment." Acting for the Presi¬ 
dent, Mr. Dulles also hinted 
that we might be prepared to 
negotiate a deal with Peiping. 

On the home front most Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats 
agreed with Eisenhower; 
nevertheless, there are a few 
who say we are being dragged 
into World War through the 
back-door by a dictator, a Chi¬ 
nese war-lord who was driven 
from China. 

As for the Communists, 
there was still no indication 
from Warsaw of concrete pro¬ 
gress in negotiation; yet the 
only hope is that a conference 
will give the Communists a 
way of talking the crisis to 
death when it suits their pur¬ 
poses to do so.
